Thirty*two men were enlisted in tbe navy 
by Recruiting officer P.. H. Uosgrove in the 
poetoSice building, Milwaukee,, in July. 
He adds on on average eight mm a week 
to the quota of sailors on Uncle Sam's ahips. 
Since the beginning of this year 132 men 
have been, shipped from Milwaukee, alt 
healthy, aound and ambitious fellowa,' sev- 
eral with high family cdnnectiona, who will 
spend the coming four years in the Bervtce 
of tbeir country. , The present high scale of 
wages offered able-bodied man in all trades 
is another deterrent effect against tbe pleai 
of the recruiting officers, as tbe tcovcra' 
ment makes no attempt^to .compete with 
private employer's in the matter of^alariea. 
There are, however,' condition b obtiiiaing 
in the army and navy wbicb do notexistin 
civil occupations, and the young man con- 
templatinir enlisting should study the' var- 
ious pbaies carefully. A bill is pending in 
Congress increasing the pay of all men iu 
the army and navy. If this law goes ipto 
force, the aoldim and sailor^ wiU fore bet- 
ter" Iban aiiy ai'miUir bodyof'uieb in-any 
country."

PLEASURE BOAT BURNED 



Passengers Leap Into Water, But All 
Were Speedily Rescued. 

Reports received bete ffom Powers lake 
tell of an'excitiug accident which occurred 
at that Ijike one day the latter part oE last 
week, which resulted in the little gasoline 
launch "Alert" used for excursions about 
the lake, being badly damaged- by fire^ 
and a dozen pecpte whoare spending tbe 
summer at the reaort taking an enforced 
botbin the.watera of the lake. 

The little boat .was partially destroyed 
as the reault of an explosion of gasoline, 
but none of the possengera were hurt with 
the exception of Walter WelU, who had 
one of bis hands burned while figbtinir the 
nautes. but bis injury is only a aliiiht one. 

Tba launch wus only in a fi^w feet of 
water just off tbe Spetzoian shore when 
the' accident occurred, but bad the fire 
taken place in mid>lake it would probably 
have^prooved to be Berious. The launch 
was juit atartihgfora trip around the lake 
and carried twelve passensen, eight young 
men odd four yaung ladies. The boat 
was just netting /way front the dock when 
it is thought that a drop of gasoline fell 
41 pen a BpsVk from the motor and in a 
second the little veiale waa abtUES. Tbe 
pasaengera leaped into thfr. water and while 
it waa not deep' some of them . w:ere so 
badly frightened that they floundered 
about in the water as if they expected to 
drown. 

The launch was so badly damaged that 
it is out of comtiiUaiou and a steam boat 
has heen'put on the excursion ri^n.

No attempt 
was made by the magazine to luter- 
rupt th6 even tenor of Its way In Intro- 
ducing- tbia most Important state pa- 
per. The historic document la made 
to take the place under the gehoral 
heodlng, "Monthly IntelllEence," al- 
though there it holds the pince ot hon- 
or, being followed by the constitutions 
of several ot the ladopendeut colonies.

Birds Seemed to Be Guided by Some 
Strange Inittnct. 

Two' stately swans and half a dozen 
brilllant'plumaged ducks clrcle'd aud 
circled about a wooden box that float* 
ed on the lake In Centxal park .the 
other otternoon, says the-' New York 
World. Believing some kindly peraou 
had put food in the box for the birds, 
tbe crowds that were out in rowboats 
did not disturb - the graceful water 
fowl. For hours the box drifted about 
with the .currents ot the lulfe, always 
accompanied by Its escort of birds. 
Then Thomns Donahue, who has 
charge of the park water fowl, ob- 
served the strange actions of his pets, 
and got a rowboat. Donahue over- 
took . the box 20 feet ' from shore on 
that part of the lake cipposlte West 
Seventy-Be von lb street. He was hor- 
rifled to And In It the body of a baby 
about one week" old. The body wns 
taken to tbe Arsenal Police stattoi^ In 
the park, where Lieut. McOlrr said he 
believed the child had been dead two 
days.' It Is a mystery to the police 
how the box floated, on the lake two 
days without any one discovering Its 
contents, Donahue says be had 
missed several of his swans and ducks 
during .that period, and ho believes 
th^ birds remained with tbe box.

The Socialist olcment which fa- 
vors the plant Is strong, however, hold- 
ing the balance of power In the city 
council, and tho tojunctlon will moan 
a bitter fight to last for months. The 
papers will be served Monday.

BIGGEST TUNNEL IN WORLD, 



Franca Will Build It for Rhone-Mar- 
telllea Canal. 

Paris. — The .ministers of public 
works has approved the project 
Qf the department of bridges and 
roads for^tho construction of a canal 
to connect the valley of tho Ilbono 
with, the port of MarBoUles. As the 
bills separating the Hhone from Mnr- 
icllles are too' high to bo surmounted 
by locks the project involves a tunnel 
seven kilomotera in length at a cost 
of 96,900,000. This tunnel, measured 
by tho amount of dirt excavated will 
l}e the largest In tbo world. 

The width of tho canal (permitting 
two barges to pass at any point) to- 
gether with the towpatli^ on either 
side will be 66 feet and the height will 
bo 42 feet It will thus involve tite ex- 
cavation of 2,186,000 cubic meters, 
against l,06S,400'in the case of tho 
famous railroad tunnel at Slmplon 
which is 21.6 kilometers In length but 
only 21 feet wide and 18 feet high.

Wat vine the question of the studied 
tn^snlCDCc oC this language (regarding 
the "mob"). In so far as Ic may bo 
alnictl at the present occupant of the 
liench, the court can, oC course, only 
leave to the dlEicrotlon of the Standard 
Oil company the wisdom and pro- 
priety nt a $100,000,000 corporation 
cratultously Inaugurating agitation 
about tho "mob."

More Trouble In Store. 

Chicago..— The Standard Oil com- 
pany Saturday received the most tor- 
rinc blow in Us history, and simul- 
taneously waa served with notice that 
more serious troublo waa In store for 
It 

Judge Kenesaw M. Landla, In the 
United States district court, fined the 
company $29,240,000. the oxtrerifo limit 
of tho penalty fixed for tho accoplanco 
of illegal rebatca under tho conviction 
of'last April. This fine is by far the 
largest ever aBBeaaed lu any case in 
tho history of Jurisprudence. It waa 
accompanied by a scathing criticism 
of tbo oil trust's mothods. 

Then tho Judge Instantly called for 
a apecial grand Jury for August 14 to 
follow up tho same vlolationa of law 
from tho standpoint of conspiracy be- 
tween the Standard Oil, the Alton 
road and the head ofllcials of both. 
This charge, If proved, may land some 
of the railroad and oil ofllcera in Jail. 
Will Contest the Decislan. 

Tho trust's lawyers served notice 
that the Infliction of the fine will bo 
contested to the court of laat resort. 
Thla means two steps: An appeal to 
tho circuit court of appeals and thence 
to the federal supreme court. 

The Judge gave the defendants 60 
days In which to Ale a bill of oxcop- 
tions. This waa after throe formal 
and quite "hopeless" motions had been 
made by Attorney Sferrltt Starr, rep- 
resenting tho defense as senior coun- 
sel, during tho absence of John 
S. Miilor, who is in Europe. 

One motion was to set aside the 
court's Judgment, and another an ar- 
rest of judgment, and a third to va- 
cate the Judgment, setting up tho 
grounds that the court's action was (n 
violation of acctlon S of the federal 
constitution, which. Is directed against 
the Imposition of excessive flnea, 

"Overruled," said the Judge, quick- 
ly. "Lot's go on with the next case." 

Mr. Starr then secured tho GO day 
stay of execution In accordance with 
an agreement between tho prosecuting 
and defending counsel, la which the 
bill of exceptions will be fllod. 
Call It an Injustice. 

Tho character of the appeal to the 
higher courts was IndlcatecT by a later 
statement by an ofllclal of the corpor- 
ation In Now York, who said "tho 
amount of tho fines evidenced tho In- 
Justice agalnat the company." 

"Tho amount of Judge Landis* 
Ones," eald thla oSlclal authoritatively 
for tho conipany,'"l3 SO times tho value 
of tho oil carried under the indict- 
ment. Total value of tbo oil was 
$650,000. For ench car of oil, valued 
at about $450, we havo been fined 
$20,000. An appeal will bo taken to 
the United Stalos circuit court of ap- 
peals -'and carried to the court of Itef 
resort, but whether It will be ontered 
at onco or whothor tho full time sal- 
via ed atatutea of the United 'slates. 
The punlBbmenl for conviction of this 
offenso ia a fine of $10,000, or sentence 
Inwod by law will be taken will be 
determined by our counsel.*'

While there is a poflalhility that 
some of the men mentioned may es- 
cape Indlctmont at tho hands of this 
now grand jury, which will tie called 
to meet AURiiat 11, there la no hopo 
for the rallnmd company. The evi- 
dence uaeti to Indict and convict tho 
Standard Oil company will do the 
same at'rvice for the Chicago & Alton.

In n previous report tho means and 
methods of tho Standard -wore ex- 
plained, Tho prcHonl report sots 
forth tho results of ihoao met hods nnd 
tho effect (hpy have had on the con- 
sumer of oil and on the profits of tho 
Standard Oil company. It deals with 
profits and- prices, showing Juat how 
tho manipulation of the oil Industry by 
the Standard bus affected the pocket- 
books of the American people. 

Commlasloncr Smith aoya: 
Has Raised Prices of Oil. 

"Tho Slimdnrd Oil company Is re- 
sponslblo for the course oi prices of 
petroleum and Its pniducts during the 
laat 2fi years, Tho Standard has con* 
sUtcnlly used Its power to rolao the 
price of oil during tho last ten years, 
not only absolutely, but also relatively 
to tho coat of crudo oil." 

Profits Are Enormous. 

The Increase In annual profits of 
tho Standard from 1S9C to 10O4 was 
over $27,000,000. "Pho report anys; 

"Tho total diTldenda paid >by tho

Finally, tho 
history of this great Industry l8 a his- 
too* of the poralatent use of tho worst 
Industrial method a. the exaction of 
exorbitant pricea from tho consumer, 
and tho securing of oxccaalve prbflta 
for tho small group of men who over 
a long aoriea of yeara have thiiB dom- 
inated the business." * 

In a few days another section of the 
report will bo made public, sotting 
forth tho Importance of prico discrim- 
ination In restraining tho bualncsB of 
competitors and augmenting tho prof- 
its of the Standard. ' .

In- 
struments,-' weapons, poisons or deadly 
drugs unknown to the Jury," and that 
the defondnnta, "wHltully and with 
malice aforethought did deprive said 
Pet Magllil of her life."
